A LAMB AMONG THE WOLVES — DIPCON XXV

I kne w I was in trouble. A novice. A wargamer. At a DipCon. 
Sharks all around. So, in rny best show of wargamer' s bravado I cried, 
"OK, lefs roll those die-- 1 " Dead silence. Blank faces. Looks that 
could stop the Term i nat or. Final ly, the slow reply, "DIPLOMACY has no 
d i ce. " 

Wh at ? A game with no dice? To a die— hard VITP player, a game 
with no dice is a cent rad i ct i on in terms, like "mi lit arv 
i nt e 1 1 i gence, " "political ethics, " and "rap rnusic. " What would I have 
to bl ame my poor play on, i f n - *- the dice? I soon found out. You see, 
the one cornmon quality of all u i p players is: none of them can be 
trusted. Not a one. Li ars, cheats, and thieves all. Well, I don' t 
know about the last two, but I have the knife wounds in my back to 
prove the first. 

First garne, I draw England. Good, at least there' s nobody at my 
back. Time to negotiate: "Look, I ' rn a novice. I ' rn no threat to you. 
So lefs just rema i ri calm this first turn and see what happens. " What 
happened was: Gerrnany, France, and Russia all corne after ME! "Yeah, 
you expect us to believe that clurnsy 'novice' d i s i nf orrnat i on? We' re 
the pros ; we' re not going to fall for that." 

Well, after they saw rny first rnove, the guys must have been 
convinced, because they left me pretty rnuch a lone except for the 
obilgatory backstab every ot her turn. The game ended up in a 
seven-way draw, roundly booed by the other tables. Sounded great to 
me! Especially since I didn't expect to live past Fall ' ø£. 

Thus began DipCon XXV, held in Lenexa, KS, July 3-5. My 
part ici pat ion was a lucky happenstance resulting from a phone call 
from Gary Behnen, one of the con' s organizers and one of the premeir 
Dip players on the continent. Gary was the reigning DipCon champ, has 
won as all seven coimtries in postal play (a fact which has a greater 
irnpact on me the more I read about the hobby), and garnered this 
year' s Koenig award "For Outstanding Play of DIPLOMACY." As it turns 
out, Gary lives about a mile away from me ! So i f my AHIKS opponents 
and associates notice me turning a bit Dippy — blarne Gary. 

I did rnanage to get in rny first garne of TITAn. (Great! I though, 
a real wargame. Dice, lots of dice. Hexes (sort of). Artillery 
(rangestrik.es). Ai r borne assaults (flying creatures). Terra in 
effects. ) I on ly hoped rny Dip play hadn' t eroded my wargarning skills. 
Who was I k i dd ing? What skills? Second player el irninated. Followed 
by two waxings at VITP. Not h ing left to erode. 

The Con as a who le seerned sparsely att ended to rne. 35 to 4ø 
players, four full tables of Dip cornpet i t i on. But, as Gary assured rne 
and I verified later, the quality of those players was superb. Allan 
Calhamer, the game' s inventor, proved to the upstarts that he remains 
a master; he recorded one of the three outright wins at the Con. Marc 
Peters won the winrier's trophy by a very slim margin. 

Rex Martin of the GENERAL was the featured speaker at the awards 
banquet. Rex revealed that a new edition of DIPLOMACY was in the 
works, with a return to the wooden blocks of old. An updated Garner' s 
Guide is a strong possibility. Rex reflected that both Avalon Hi 11 
and Diplornacy had lasted twenty-five years, possibly unique in the 
hobby. (After the banquet I was forced to gent ly remind him about an 
organization called AHIKS.) Rex's therne: the future of the DIPLOMACY 
segment of the hobby depends, as does our hobby as a whole, up on the 
ability to recruit new blood.

MODERN DIPLOMACY, by Michael V. McCabe (Tokyo, Japan) 



This is the 8th issue of this subzine. Except where otherwise 
indicated, the views and opinions expressed are solely mine and are not 
necessarily those of the Department of State or any other U.S.G, agency. 

According to articles in the 12/30/91 Mainichi Daily News and the 
1/17/92 Asahi Evening News , textbooks in Singapore contain nearly 70 
pages about the war, while Japanese textbooks treat the period in only 
a few pages. When discussing Japanese history, the teachers start with 
the "ancient ages" and so don't have time to cover WW II and the 20th 
century before the end of the s":nool year. To help remedy this, some 
Japanese teachers & cartoonists published a 5-volume series of comics, 
called "War," which looks at the war from different perspectives . 
According to the articles, one volume looks at the war from the 
perspective of a Korean schoolgirl who is forced to repeat daily an 
oath of loyalty to the Japanese emperor, is forced to adopt a Japanese 
name, and is banned from speaking Korean at school. That volume also 
describes the mass burials of dead Chinese forced laborers at Japanese 
mines in China and the widespread shootings by Japanese of Chinese 
rnerchants in Singapore. Another volume reportedly deals with soldiers' 
perspectives and includes a description of the Nanking massacre. 

On 10/04/91, the Mainichi Daily News carried an article describing the 
"shock and shame" of Japanese students (aged 12-15) at the Japanese 
School in Singapore after they watched a 36 minute video documenting 
atrocities perpetrated by Japanese soldiers during WW II. The students 
had "never felt before we did wrong to Singapore. There is nothing 
written about this in Japanese textbooks." 

Brackman wrote (p. 27), "The Germans are aware of the unspeakable 
behavior of their former leaders. This is not the case in Japan, 
where, for example, the younger generation has little knowledge of the 
recent past....In 1977 Japan's Education Ministry published guidelines 
for new textbooks. In a basic history of Japan, several hundred pages 
in length, the account of World War II was reduced to six pages, mostly 
taken up by a photograph of Hiroshima's ruins, a tally of Japan's war 
dead, and pictures of the U.S. fire-bombing of Tokyo. 'There is no 
mention in this text of the casualties of the other side, war crimes, 
of the forced evacuation of Chinese and Koreans to labor camps in 
Japan,' the London Economist observed drily." (p. 28) "In 1982 the 
textbook controversy emerged in full flower. This time the Japanese 
Ministry of Education described the Japanese invasion of China as an 
'advance,' and the Rape of Nanking was attributed to the resistance of 
the Chinese Army . . . . Throughout Asia, there was an uproar. Protests 
were lodged by the two Chinas and the two Koreas along with Singapore 
and Malaysia, Indonesia, the Philippines, Hong Kong, and others."

You certainly carried 
the pol icies of your predecessor out with perfection. The pos it ion 
you inherited wasn' t too bad either. Phil, if you hadn' t cost me a 
dot at the beginning, as wel 1 as your high-handed apporach towards 
diplornacy - perhaps I would have gone for the 5 way. But I arn an 
original player for this posi t ion and had rny own plans. You are the 
one who threw the win to A/H - perhaps you were in league with hirn all 
along? Peter, sorry we couldn' t tough it out - maybe next time. 



Phil Reynolds <standby for France) : I entered this game as a standby 
in Fall 1S09. Austria was cruising to a win. Gerrnany and Italy were 
weak, England was in good shape and decent posi t ion, and France was in 
decent shape but poor position with a bunch of arrnies away from the 
front 1 i ne. 

I inirned iately took a "stop the leader" mental it y, and held it unt i 1 
the last turn. By rny calculation, i f the rest of us rnade the right 
moves, we could effect a stalernate line and force a 5-way draw — a 
nice bit of work for a last -mi nute substitute. 

It seerns, though, that the resistance couldn' t get on the same 
wavelength. England was the biggest problem. He said he wanted to 
stop Austria, but his rnoves were very poor ones, not taking rny advice. 
I rnust not have comrnunicated rny thinking well enough to him. (Believe 
it or not, I do have the wel 1-deserved reputation of håving a great 
tactical mind. ) In Spring 1918, England rnoved a fleet north (clearly 
the wrong direction) and f ai led to convoy my arrny to Italy to stop 
Aust r i an progress. The next turn I sacked Eng 1 ish-control led Brest in 
order to bui ld F Mar (in effect cancelling the now superflous English 
F Nwy) , thus deciding to take matters into my own hands (sornebody had 
t o ! > . 

England still didn't get what I was doing. He attacked rne and let 
up on Austria while I continued to fight the latter. My patience and 
tolerance of England' s stupidity expired, so I threw the game to 
Austria. I figured if he wasn' t serious about stopping Austria, why 
should I be? 



Steve Koehler (standby for Gerrnany): Well, I apologize for Phil for 
not paying enough attention to this game. It's a sharne he gave up the 
fight: I was just get ting the hang of what he wanted rne to do!

I NTERNAZ I ON ALE 



" Arr i vederc i "

I had the good fort une to spend the better part of a vear in 
Italy, beginning in August '91 and lasting through the end of May. I 
was al so glad to be ab le to share sorne of my irnpressions of 1 1 a 1 i an 
culture and contributing ref leet ions on America as seen from overseas. 
As this is my final effort driting this column, I would like to 
provide a few of my concluding thoughts and also address sorne 
criticisrn (cf. Jack McHugh' s letter CEd. the letter was passed on for 
a response by the colurnnist; a copy of it is at the end of this 
co 1 urnnl ) . 

I had no expectat ions of European life before going there, 
something for which I am grateful. What few images we do get over 
here about moderrn Europe are usually skewed and shallow. This, I 
discovered, also works the other way, though not to as great a degree; 
perhaps this is because the U.S. gets a good deal more media coverage 
there than Europe does here. At any rate, I was pleased by what I 
found and more particularly by who I found. Attending an 

international university cent er in which students from all European 
countries were present (in addition to a sprinkling of people from 
developing countries) was a unique cosrnopol itan experience. For now I 
have the ability to go one step beyond thinking of the Germans, the 
French, the Italians, the British. I can think of the people I know 
as well as the societies they corne from. In either case, there is so 
rnuch positive to be said that it outweighs any negative. 

This is not to say that no negative aspects ex i st in European 
life in general or with I tal i an life in part i cu lar. I tal i an political 
life is indeed rather dirty, rnuch more so than Arnericans are used to 
hearing about. Jack McHugh wrote criticizing what he saw as just 
another stereotyping of Italians in my wr i ting. He also wanted to 
know why I didn't ment ion the great ness of Italian culture more of ten. 
My response is that describing the very real hold of the Mafia in 
southern Italy and its corruption is only being true to the facts, as 
most Italians you talk to will say - very expressively and angri ly. As 
we all know, the quality of political leadership does not necessarily, 
and certainly does not in Italy, ref leet the- overall worth of the 
people. What percentage of the American popul ace, I rnight point out, 
uses the i r banks most ly as check-bounc i ng centers? 

I agree that more culture could have been injected into my 
columns. Italian hi story and cultural ach ievernents are indeed 
important. For sorneone like rne, possessing a general knowledge of 
events and håving a strong passion for the Renaissance per i od in 
particular, living and travel ing in Italy was an unparal leled chance 
to see what a great culture can produce. I atternpted to convey this 
feeling in my travel pieces, espeeially the one on Florence. The 
choice of subject matter, however, was also predicted on rny position 
as a correspondent in Italy. Thus, while travel experiences are quite 
pert i nent, I believed that providing cultural hi story - while valuable 
- would have been at the cost of the opportunity of viewing the 
conternporary situation from the perspective of a ternporary resident. 
For those interested in get ting a good (and inter est ing) background on 
Italian culture, I sug gest del ving into Jacob Burckhardfs classic THE 
CI VIL I ZAT ION OF THE RENAISSANCE IN ITALY and the relevant vol urnes from

bringing together the eream of the continenfs soccer teams.

The world champions rnade short work. of 
the hosts, Sweden, whilst Denmark somehow beat the reigning European 
champions Holland with a penalty shootout. This was giant-ki 1 1 ing of 
the first order but the final looked a foregone conelusion. Germany' s 
aggressive style of play had led them to victory in all but one of the 
championship games (anyone can have an off day) although their players 
accumulated a few demerits in the process. Denmark, the ultirnate 
underdogs, took them on and took them out, three goals to one. In the 
end this Danish victory showed that you can have the best foot ba liers 
in the world but against a team with not h ing to lose and complete 
sel f-conf idence you rnight as well not turn up.

BRfiZIL 

First of fili, let me introduce rnyself. I am both a computer 
programmer and a lawyer (just graduated); I work as a civil servant at 
Brasi 1' 5 High Military Court (yes, we have such a court - more about 
that in the future). However, my interests run from history to 
politics, including Diplornacy (both the real one and the game), 
econornics and a lot of minor studies. So, you' re as likely to find in 
the subzine a diseussion about the dif ferences between American an 
Brazilian laws as a comment on TV. But, I will try to let it stay 
rna i ni y on Brazil and its nei gh bors. 

This is a curious country. Indeed, it is becoming "curiouser and 
curiouser". We are no w a dernocracy - a formal one, not a real one - 
after two decades of military d ictatorsh i p. We are plagued by 
corruption and influence trafficing. Indeed, the first official 
document from Brazil, in 15øø, was a letter by a scribe to the King of 
Portugal, giving notice of the discovery of the country, and asking 
for a job for his relatives! 

We were a colony of Portugal from 15øø to 18££. Portugal' s ru le 
was very predatory; it wasn' t unt i 1 the Royal Family carne from Europe, 
fleeing from Junofs arrny in 1808, that Brazil could have a printing 
press or trade with ot her nations. Needless to say, the nat i ona 1 
conscience did not ex ist. So, our independence was claimed by the 
Crown Prince of Portugal, who became our first Emperor. Our nation 
was created by the ar i st ocracy, not by the people. Sur pr ising ly 
enough, the Empire was one of the best periods of our history. The 
second Emperor, Peter II, sponsored a (non-const it ut ional ) 
pari iamentary government , which was very stabl^. Oni / with the 
Republic (proclaimed by the military) du we begin our mt ry-go-round 
of military d ict at orsh i ps. 

Today, the wealth distribution in Brazil is one of the world' s 
worst, according to the UN. find it is getting worse each year ; 
successive "econornic plans" have stagnated the econorny, aggravating an 
al most permanent i nf lat ion rate. 

This is the country that I will show in this column. It is the 
country I love, but it is the country that al most makes me cry. 
Sornet irnes.

August' s Question: Rap rnusic has got ten quite a bit of bad press 
recently in the US. Two examples are Rapper "lee T" and the "Body 
Count" rap group' s song "Cop Killer" and the female rapper' s (I don' t 
rernember her nåme) comments about 'håving a week to kili white people' 
(she a 1 so had a song that ment ions killing cops). How accountable 
should those singers be for any action others take in response to 
their songs? Should the promoters, record cornpanies and other 
sponsoring individuals be held accountable? 

Jack McHugh: I think that these cornpanies should be hed accountable 
on ly at the cash register. If people don' t like these type of songs 
or lyrics then they shouldn' t buy them. That' 5 the only type of 
censorship they understand anyway, they are in this to make a buck and 
if they find a certain type of lyric/song isn' t making them any rnoney 
they will stop as soon as they can. 

Curt Milboum: I am concemed over the recent Supreme Court rulings 
regarding the First Arnendrnent (as one can see, it is to be interpreted 
as Freedom of Expression, not Freedorn of Speech). I suppose I am a 
Jeffersonian when it comes to this amendment. 

Given this, as the high court seerns to be rui ing that almost any 
form of expression is legal, I don' t see how the s i ngers/record 
cornpanies can be held accountable for their words. They have just as 
much 'right' to express thernselves as anyone eise in the country. 

However, I can guarantee you this; i f sorne group of skinheads or 
KKK members every rnarketed a song whose therne was "Kili the Nigger" or 
"Deport the Spics" there would be a minor crisis in this country 
ra i sed by proponent s of Af r ican-Arner i can and Hi span i cs (and right ful ly 
so). My question is this: Shouldn' t these organi zat ions speak out 
against all forrns of discrirninat ion/abuse against all groups or, by 
their silence, condone such acts/behavior i f it's a i med at certain 
groups? Diser iminat ion is either right or wrong, not an issue to pick. 
and choose which group to target. 

John Schultz: First of all rap rnusic sucks ! .1 didn't like it when 
most ly white people did it slower and cal led it square dane ing! 
But... NO WAY should it be censored. No expression of free speech 
should be censored, ever. That included the scurn— sucking neo-nazi 
white supremist views and their count er parts in other races. 

I don' t personal ly believe persons other than perpetrators should 
be held accountable for actions taken because of an idea. However, a 
court system exists with the power to deterrnine if a defendant would 
be culpable under those c i rcumst ances and I would be satisfied with 
the determiniat ion of such a court... like it or not... just like I was 
satisfied with the LA verd ict . . . 1 i ke it or. . . not ! Dernonst rat ions and 
boycotts which are being enacted now relative to the Cop Killer song, 
are the proper public short term response at this tirne. 

The long term response is tougher. Police have to recognize and 
deal with the frustration which is the seed of such words to a song. 
The trouble is they' re too busy protecting each ot her. . . r i ght . . . or 
wrong. Adrnittedly, (I hope) only a small percentage of 
law-enf orcement use their power in such a way as to prornote their own 
prejudicial agenda, conciously or unconsiucly. However, an even 



smal ler percentage of ' good' police officers would consider publicly 
denouncing such action as it occurs. Even less like ly that he take 
action to stop such behavior before it becomes a public item. Silence 
where voice is needed, perjery where truth is cal led for, are the 
rules in these si t uat ions. . . not the exception to the rule 
unf ort unat e 1 y. Underst andab 1 y, an officer is hard-pressed t turn on a 
fellow officer. It's human nature to protect your own. By the same 
token it is understandable when people search for faimes for overly 
long, and not finding it, find a verbal position in which to express 
the i r f rust rat ion. 



Regarding "Garning Conventions" (July, 1992): 

Mark Nelson: I on ly go to ManorCon which is the rna in UK diplornacy 
con, attendence around 388. I go to the York hobbymeet once a month 
and sometirnes go to other hobbymeets. Occasionally I organize house 
cons. 

fit all of these events I will indulge in sorne garning, normal ly 
either games that I already play or sorne simple (and reasonable quick) 
game that takes my fancy. I am not *per se* a *garne' s fan*. I don' t 
want to spend all of rny time play ing games. 

No I go to conventions rna in ly to rneet old friends and rneet new 
ones. Garnes conventions are a social occassion to catch up on whafs 
happening in fandorn and to have a good time. 

ManorCon is the rnain UK diplornacy con. There are also 3 others 
(MidCon, BayCon and Small Furry Creature Con). The reason why I don' t 
go to these events is prirnarily expense. They' re all held in hotels 
(as opposeo to the University accornadat ion at ManorCon) and they' re 
all (with the exception of MidCon/ManorCon) in the south' of England 
which is an ex pens i ve joumey when you re ly on public transport. ftdd 
reg i st rat ion fees and I don' t go. 

Of course, cost is relative. It costs me about a f iver to get to 
York. and I normal ly spent about f iver in food/drinks when I ' rn there. 
If I didn' t go to every Yorkmeet I could afford to go to another Con. 
But Yorkmeets are more f un then Cons and certainly have a more 
congenial atrnosphere. find the quality of the cornpany. . . 



Regarding "fi Businessrnan for President" (June, 1992): 

Mark Nelson: I think that Russ Wallace is overlooking sorne basic 
politics in his cornments on the strength of a Perot Presidency. 

Suppose you are a Representat i ve/Congressrnen frorn an area which 
voted Perot Numero Uno in the Presedential Elections and that you are 
up for re-elect ion. fire you going to publically go on the record as 
voting against everything that Perot puts forward?

policies I think that there are two reasons. (1) When was the last 
time that POLICY was either (a) the rnain issues of the campa i gn or <b) 
when did you last have a President that kept his prornises? ("watch my 
lips" ). (2) The public are showing their distaste for the "corrupt" 
two-party system in the States.
